Much depends lipon the definition of an aggressor nation and now 


an aRi-ccmvnt has been reached to necc])t the American definition of an 
aggressor, ns a nation (bat refuses to submit its agreement with another 
to arbitration. On this bnsis n plan lins been drafted for consideration 
by the assembly of the I.cnguc of Nations. England has approved Hie 


. proposition with certain rcscrvolions and France, it is expected, will 


•welcome the proscription of war. 
Thus it appears that out of all the 


interiintionnl jealousies and enmities, we may see evolved a plan for 
7uaking this u warlcss world.

England, however, offers objection to the plan of compulsion, quite 


similar lo onr opposition to Article X of the League of Nations. 
She 


refuses lo consent to have her jiavy drafted against, any nation refusing 
.to obey the mandate of the tcnguu; and so it is probable that a dif- 
ferent aminyement may be reached that will meet the approval of all 
.'the signatory powers nnd ilppenl lo the others that have not already en- 
tered the league. 


It would he too much to expect the immediate success of • any such 


scheme; bnl the facl that the leading powers oij I ho world seem strongly 
in favor of it, is quite 
encouraging 
as 
foreshadowing

achievement of the end in view. 
If the other powers are earnestly in 


favor oC such an extension of international arbitration nnd universal 
peace, then it is certain" the United States cannot afford to stand ou,t- 
side the combination, despite the fact that its methods cannot be ma- 
terially different from those of (he League of Nations as originally 
planned.
